accepted 
to 
pacify a Democratic revolt. 
House 
Demorats 
had 
hinted 
that if the Senate did so 
they 
would 
renew 
stalling 
tactics 
which tied the chamber up for 
nearly two days last week. 
However, the Senate commit­ 
tee m ade other changes in the law 
and waited to see w hether 
the 
Democrat-Labor coalition would 
accept them instead. 
The present law disqualifies a 
w orker from drawing compensa­ 
tion against a nemployer whom 
he has quit or who has fired him. 
The House agreed to disqualify 
the w roker for only one week. 
The Senate committee 
would 
permit an employe to go back and 
pick up w ork credits against a 
former employe which had 
not 
been expended. 
The present law forbids com- 
penssation to an employe during 
any week in which he worked 
two days 
The House agreed to 
grant compensation for any part 
of a week in which an employe 
was laid off. 
The Senate com­ 
m ittee proposed to grant compen­ 
sation for any consecutive seven- 
day period.

U nder the present law, if a man v o lu n ­ 
tarily quits his em ploym ent or is discharg­ 
ed fi r drunkenness or other disqualifying 
causes, lie loses his eligibility for benefits. 
However, if he goes to w ork for another 
em plover not covered by the u nem ploy­ 
m e n t act and then loses his new job for

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Nedeau Wonders Where 
Emanuel Poquette Went 


By HERBERT LEBEAU 
Nadeau, Mich.,—W hat bzecame 
of Emanuel Poquette? Occasion­ 
ally, one hears this questios. Em­ 
anuel, who was probably the king 
of Michigan 
vagabonds, 
went 
aw ay on a stormy day in 1938 and 
hasn’t been seen or heard of since. 
During the thirties, while mon­ 
ey was scarce, Emanuel used to 
“flash” a roll of currency big en­ 
ough to choke a cow, as the say­ 
ing goes. No one knew exactly 
where he traveled. He could not 
read or write. Once he was gone 
for a long time and his relatives 
knew' nothing of his whereabouts. 
When finally he reappeared in his 
home town, he said he had been 
in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan 
and 
other parts of N orthern Canada. 
Worked As Lumberjack 
Emanuel was born in 1884. His 
parents moved to Nadeau when 
he was an 
infant. 
During 
his 
youth, he displayed his rambling, 
carefree nature. As a lumberjack, 
he traveled from camp to camp. 
Around logging camps, Em anu­ 
el was known as a skillful saw' fi­ 
ler and toploader. Once w hen he 
arrived at a camp he refused to 
reveal his nam e to the foreman. 
“My name is filer,” said Em ­ 
anuel. “If I don’t file here, I’ll file 
elsewhere.” He left that camp the 
next morning. 
“If I had 200 dollars besides 
w hat I ’ve got now, I ’d 
be 
w'ell 
off,” said Emanuel one day. 
“How much would you have?” 
soneone asked. 
“Tw'o hundred dollars and fifty 
cents.” 
During his middle age, Emanuel 
suffered a broken leg in a log­ 
ging accident and w'as unable to 
work for some time. This was the 
beginning of his role as a begger. 
He started carrying crutches, al­ 
though there were some who said 
that he could w'alk easily without 
them, and that his chief purpose 
for using them was to attract the 
sympathy of donors. 
For a W'hile, Emanuel cleaned 
chimneys for a living. Later, he 
gave up 
working 
entirely 
and 
begged, mostly in logging camps. 


One of his favorite tricks was to 
hand a fifty cent piece to the fore­ 
man beforehand, then give a little 
talk to the woodmen and pass his 
hat, beginning with the foreman. 
The foreman, of course, would set 
an example for the employees by 
dropping the coin that had been 
given him. 
In later years, Emanuel did all 
his begging 
from 
businessmen, 
and wore neat clothes. Perhaps, 
no man was a greater expert at 
putting on a sad appearance. His 
dignified tramping methods net­ 
ted him a far greater income than 
he could have made working. He 
called his begging “work.” After 
a few' days of “w ork” Emanuel 
would settle down in an hotel for 
a week or more. While paying his 
regular expenses like other pa­ 
trons in a more or less respect­ 
able manner. 
Enjoyed Card Games 
Emanuel enjoyed card games, 
including 
poker. 
Although 
he 
complained much about his poor 
eyesight, anyone who 
tried 
to 
cheat was soon 
detected. 
Even 
while he crouched low to see his 
cards, Emanuel was on the look­ 
out for any unnatural movement 
among his card mates. 
In the fall of 1938, ho spent a 
few days of illness at the County 
Infirm ary at 
Talbot. 
Emanuel, 
then in his fifties, 
returned 
to 
Carney not fully recovered from 
the grippe, and in a restless mood. 
It was on that cold, cloudy, Oct­ 
ober day that he decided to leave 
Carney in spite 
of 
efforts 
of 
friends to discourage this action. 
Those who saw him last said that 
he was walking against a strong 
wind as he traveled northward on 
U. S. 41. 
After a year or two his relatives 
suspected 
that 
something 
had 
gone wrong, but since he never 
wrote, and 
since 
nothing 
was 
known about his stopping places, 
little could be done toward locat­ 
ing him. 
Today, after his twelve years of 
absence, it is generally believed 
that he perished along the w ay­ 
side.

Lives When There 


's No Tuberculosis 


Bv FRANK ( AREY 
Associated Press Science Reporter 
Detroit, (ZP— Those free* X -ray 
exams for detecting tuberculosis 
may be life-saving for you even 
though you don’t have that dis­ 
ease, a Los Angeles doctor says. 
Dr. L. A. Brewer of the College 
of Medical Evangelists 
declared 
mass X -ray surveys designed to 
detect early tuberculosis are aid­ 
ing in finding an increasing num ­ 
ber of 
cases of tum or of the 
mediastinum—tile central portion 
of the chest—at a 
stage 
when 
“complete cure may be 
effected 
by surgical removal.” 
(Tins malady has nothing to do 
with tuberculosis.) 
Brewer told the closing session 
of the National Tuberculosis As- 
■ ■ s.’ioi.'s 45th annual 
meeting 
that those tumors, if not removed 
by surgery, can kill in two ways: 
1. These growths, though pri­ 
marily 
benign 
(non-cancerous) 
and slow-growing, can 
produce 
such compression on vital organs 
of the chest that chronic invalid­ 
ism, or even death, can result. 
2. Many of these tumors event­ 
ually develop into cancer, and the 
I chance for cure is lowered.
